And in general health standards of Canada, the Can¬ 
ada Year Book for 1942 states "The Netherlands, New 
Zealand, the Union of South Africa (white population)! 
Canada and Australia are the only countries with death 
rates under 10 per 1000 of population.” In- this state¬ 
ment the death rates of 43 countries is given. In the 
nine provinces of Canada, Saskatchewan stands best 
with a rate of 7 per 1000, and Alberta next with 7.9 per 
1000 . , 
Admittedly there is great room for improvement id 
Canada as in other countries, and also in Alberta. But 
encouragement is found in the fact that we have ad-- 
vanced remarkably in the last decade or more, and that 
our standing is relatively high in comparison with oth¬ 
er countries of the world. 

As Mr. Deachman says, the C.C.F. in attacking Al¬ 
berta’s health standards, was attacking the province’s 
strongest point, but did not stick to fact.

f p UE matter of health was one of the discussecF top¬ 
ics during the election campaign. All parties agreed 
that public health services should be extended, but the 
C.C.F. went far in criticism of existing health stand¬ 
ards. A claim made publicly was that “Canada’s ma¬ 
ternal death rate is highest of 22 leading countries." 

This assertion does not square with factsUnd figures 
as presented frequently in this district over along per¬ 
iod of years. We had been told that Canada’s "mater¬ 
nal and infant death rate placed us in higher categor¬ 
ies, and had showed steady improvement in recent 
years. The contradictory statements led to confusion. 

R. J. Deachman takes the matter up quoting from the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics as his indisputable 
authority. In the figures bn infantile.death rate, the

and time saving that may not be so easily convertible 
into figures, but are very real to any householder. « 

Many housewives claim that they would value some 
form of refrigeration in their homes more than any 
other service. Others feel that their lives would be 
transformed if they could have light by the turning of 
a switch, removing the danger and labor of dependence 
on coal oil Tamps and candles. Fann women envy their 
town sisters all the labor saving facilities that go with 
electric power, and nowhere is time saving and labor 
saving more necessary than in the farm home. Round 
the barns also, electric power may be a choreboy in ’a 
score of ways, from milking machines to grinders. 

Many farm homes are at present equipped with elec¬ 
tricity through wind-chargers or delco plants, and noth¬ 
ing is more cheering in passing through the country¬ 
side by night to see houses and barns lighted with elec¬ 
tricity. It lifts them out of the groping by lantern 
through evening chores. But there is undoubtedly in 
advantage in being linked with a country-wide service, 
instead of maintaining an isolated unit of lighting.T 
Those who recall rural Ontario in the days before

rkEVELOPMENTS in rural electrification have com- 
■®"nienced in Alberta, and the result of service in the 
test areas will be closely watched. It has long been 
recognized that isolation of farm homes and long dis¬ 
tances involved present a basic expenditure which more 
thickly settled areas do not have to cope with. But if 
the experiment which Canadian Utilities is carrying 
out in Swalwell and Vegreville districts can be proved 
financially reasonable, it may pave the way to a wide 
expansion of the scheme. It is reported that the Cal¬ 
gary Power Co. is also preparing to make a test area 
in the Olds district. A Survey of the province shows 
that 66,000 Alberta farms are located within 12 miles 
of the power transmission lings of Calgary Power and 
Canadian Utilities, and this embraces quite a section 
of rural Alberta, which might eventually be brought 
under a rural electrification plan. 

No sales talk is necessary to convince any farm fam¬ 
ily of the desirability of electrical power. The only 
doubtful feature is cost, and in this respect it is mainly 
the cost of initial installation. For this reason the ex¬ 
pense involved in electrifying test areas is important 
The public will then be informed on every detail of 
cost, and as time goes.on, the benefits realized on the 
farms may be reduced to dollar and cent figures.
